HENRY FORD OPPOSES 
MEXICAN LABOR CODE 


Mexico City, Aug. 8 fenry Ford 
has taken his stand toward the new 
Mexican proposed labor code. Nec- 
essary amendments to the consti- 
tution to make discussion of the law 
possible have been approved by the 
Federal Congress. Ford will not ac- 
cept the law as it is proposed and

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July Automobile Production 500,000, 
Says N. A.C. C.; Seasonal Decline Small 


EW YORK, Aug. 8.—Automobile production in the United States 

and Canada in July was approximately 500,006 units, according 

to the monthly estimate of the National Aytomobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, issued today. 

This figure comes as something of a surprise to the industry and 
does not represent as great a reduction as was anticipated. The June 
total was 566,744 and the July figure, if the N. A. C. C. estimate proves 
correct, shows a reduction of only 11 per cent., while a 15 per cent. 
cut had been expected. If the final figures from the Department 
of Commeroe are higher than the N. A, C. C. estimate, as they 
usually are, it may develop that the seasonal decline in July was only 
about 10 per cent, 

This brings the total output fer the first seven months of the vear 
to 3,911,451.

UMBERING among its customers several of the lead- 

ing automobile manufacturers, the C. M. Hall Lamp 

Company is doing a record-breaking business this year. The 

net profit in the first six months was nearly 100 per cent. 

greater than in the corresponding period of last year and 

the outlook is that the gain for the entire year of 1929 will 
approach 60 per cent. over 1928. 


The company, which manufactures automobile lamps, in the first 
half showed the effects of manufacturing and sales economies, for the 
increase in sales was only 43 per cent. over last year, while earnings 
nearly doubled. The net income in this period amounted to $815,722, 
equivalent to $2.04 a share on the 400,000 shares of no par common stock 
outstanding, as compared with $419,902, or $1.05 a share, in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 

At this rate of earnings, by the end of the current month the net 
income of the company should exceed that for the whole of 1928, 
which was $1,027,332. The earnings of this company have shown rapid 
expansion in the past three years, a fact that is clearly evident when 
it is pointed out that there occurred a deficit of $404,516 in the year 
1926. There was a big improvement in 1927, when a profit of $420,130 
was returned, and this improvement continued through 1928 and the 
first half of the current year. Back in 1924 the net income was 
$269,471 and in 1925 it had risen to $385,958.

tary of the company, that sales fell off slightly in July, due to seasonal 
declines in manufacturing and change of models.
